“WASHINGTON, May 15.—If the Nic- 
ataguan governmen't ciarrtes out its 
agreement’ with Minister Baker, the 
incident growing out. of the murder 
of Willt%am Wilson, an American  ciiti- 
zen living at Ramia, wil be peareahly 
and satisfactorily setticed.

The bill fixing the northern boundary 
of the Warm Springs Indian reserva- 
tion, Oregon, passed. A Dill providing 
for a naval training station on the 
Pacific Coast met with the opposition 
of Senator Mitchell of Oregon and Sen- 
ator Squire of Washington, because it 
specified San Francisco harbor as the 
location. 

The tariff bill was taken up and the 
chemical schedule was passed. Senator 
Aldrich offered an amendment to put a 
duty’ of 15 per cent. on coal tar prod- 
ucts. It was defeated. 

A discussion arose over a report pre- 
sented by Senator Voorhees, showing 
the revenue which would be raised un- 
der the bill as it passed the House, and 
also modified by the pending Senate 
amendments, based upon last year's 
importations. 

Senator Allison complained that the 
report presented by Senator Voorhees 
was not an estimate at all. It was, he 
said, an exact computation of the rey- 
enue to be raised under a proposed bill 
based upon a former law. 

Senator Aldrich declared that the 
Senators on the other side responsible 
for the’ legislation must have some 
idca of the revenue to be raised by this 
bill. If they had, it was clearly their 
duty to present their ideas on this sub- 
ject to the Senate. 


“Oh,” said Senator Vest, “we do 


* not propose to go into the dominion 


of conjecturé to allow Senators on the 
other side to filibuster.”’

APPROPRIATIONS. | 


A Reduction of the Number of Treasury Em- 
ployees and Their Salaries. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—The Legis- 
lative, Executive and Judicial Appropri- 
ation Bill was completed by the Appro- 
priation Committee today. It carries 
the salaries of all government offfcers 
for the coming year. The whole amount 
recommended in the bill is $21,101,823, 
being a reduction under the estimates of 
$1,208,687, and a reduction under the ap- 
propriation act of the current year of 
$766,199. The whole number of salaries 
especially provided for in the bill is 
10,110, being 363 less than the number 
estimated for, and 558 less than the 
number provided for in the law for the 
current year. 

The reorganization of the Treasury 
Department on the basis recommended 
by the Dockery commission is a feature 
of the bill. It reduces the treasury 
force by 185, and reduces expenses $239,- 
080. Another new feature of the bill is 
the provision for printing 10,000 copies 
of the rebellion records ,both of the 
Union and Confederate navies, to, be 
apportioned among Senators and Rep- 
resentatives, and by them distributed 
to libraries. The .appointment by the 
Secretary of the Treasury of a chief of 
the revenue cutter.service is also pro- 
vided for. =

Congressman Tarsney Touches Oif 
Senator Hill—Missouri 


Democrats.

KANSAS CITY, May 15.—Gov. Stone 
unqualifiedly launched the Presidential 
boom for “Silver Dick’ Bland in the 
Missouri State Convention here today. 
The temporary chairman, J. M. Trim- 
ble, after a long continued row in the 
Committee on Resolutions, gought to 
make matters smooth in his opening 
speech to the convention by declaring 
that State conventions did not meet to 
decide national issues or to nominate 
a Presidential candidate nor to create 


a Presidential possibility. 


When Gov. Stone, who was made 
permanent cHairman, arose to make his 
talk, about the first thing he uttered 
was a denial of Trimble’s propositions. 
State conventions, he declared, express 


‘the thought of the people, which was 


cryswallized at niationial conventions. 
He was sorry that rumor made him a 
candidate for United States Senator, a 
position he did not seek. When he're- 
tired: from the governorship, he said 
emphatically, it would be to return to 
priyate life. But regarding the report 
which connected Congressmin Bland 
with the Presidential nomination of 
1896, he wished to say that the people 
could not nominate a more conscien- 
tions, faithful and devoted servant. No 
better man had ever been elected to 
public office. He was worthy of the 
highest confidence; and if the speaker 
ever had an opportunity he would 
gladiy support him, as he would any 
other honest representative Western 
Democrat for that high office. 


convention had scarcely as-. 


sembled for its afternoon session when 


there were loud calls for ‘“‘Bland’’ from 
all parts of the house. The delegates 
would not be quieted until they were 
told that Mr. Bland was pusy in the 
committee-room and could not be seen 
tonight. ; 

The principal fight in the Committee 
on Resolutions was over the adoption 
of the silver plank. .The members were 
willing to pass over the questions of 


indorsing the Democratic national ad- 


ministration, but Gov. Stone and Con- 
gressman Bland were flat-footed for a 
silver plank in the platform and no 
compromise. The Governor’s remarks 


on this subject before the convention 


indicated his side was in the minority 
in the committee as he told the con- 
vention it was for them to say and 
not for a majority or minority of the 
committee, whether or not they were 
favorable to bimetallism. 

‘Have you any opinion on this ques- 
tion?’”’ said the Governor, addressing 
the delegates. 

Loud and repeated cries of ‘Yes’ 
was the response. : 

“We want to demonstrate,” added 
the Governor, ‘‘that Wall street can- 
not corrupt, coerce nor debauch the 
Democracy of. Missouri.” 

Mayor Webster Davis, the Republi- 
can executive of the city, made the 
welcoming address to the convention, 
He was loudly cheered at the Glose of 
his remarks. ‘ 

Responding to a call during a lull in 
proceedings, Mr. Hall took the 
floor. He was in favor of a free and 
unlimited coinage of silver, but did 
not believe it was the duty of the Mis- 
souri Democracy to make an exposi- 
tion of that principle in -its platform.

Congressman Tarsney came next and 
confined himself to, the tariff, incident- 
President Cleveland, 
whom he called the apostle of tariff re- 
form, and giving Senator Hill a side- 
winding thrust. “There was a Valley 
Forge before Yorktown,” he went on, 


~“a Bull Run before Appomattox,” and 


then, with measured emphasis, ‘“‘there 
was a Benedict Arnold before—gentle- 
men of the convention, pardon me, if 
legislative courtesy forbids me to carry 
the parallel further.” Here the conven- 
tion shouted 
“Hill!"’ 

As the Committee on Resolutions 
were not ready to report, the conyven- 
tion proceeded to the nominations, but 
before these were completed the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions arrived about 
12:30 o’clock and two reports were sub- 
mitted. The following is the majority 
report: 

‘“‘We, the Democracy of the State of 
Missouri, in convention assembled, 
hereby reaffirm our faith and adherence 
to the time-honored principles of our 
party, as set forth in its State and 
national platforms of the past, and ex- 
press our conviction that the prosperity 
of the people and the perpetuity of 
representative government depend upon 
their continued supremacy.: Inspired 
by these principles, we declare in fa- 
vor of equal rights to all, special privi- 
leges to none, local self-government, 
the highest possible degree of personal 
liberty consistent with the public good 
and a strict construction of the Federal 
Constitution. 

‘We especially reaffirm our devotion 
to the cardinal Demooratic doctrine of 
absolute equality among the citizens 
and sections in bearing the burdens 
and enjoying the benefits of govern- 
ment, and we denounce all legislation 
as unjust and un-Democratic which has 
the effect of'creating partisanships be- 
tween the government and private in- 
terests at the expense of the great body 
of'our people, and we again assert, as 
in 1892, that ‘the Federal government 
has no constitutional power to impose 
and collect tariff duties except for the 
purpose of revenue duties only; and 
we demand that such collection shall 
be limited to the necessities of the 
government, honestly and economically 
administered.’ 

‘‘We denounce the McKinley law as 
the culminative outrage of tariff taxa- 
tion, we unequivocally disapprove of 
the action of every Democratic Sena- 
tor and Representative in Congress who 
opposes or delays directly or indirectly, 
under any pretext, the passage of the 
bill decreasing the import duties fm- 


posed: by that law. 


“We favor the imposition in- 
come tax as proposed in the Wilson 
bill, not, as is falsely asserted by its 
opponents, for the purpose of discrim- 


inating against the wealth.of any sec-° 


tion, but because every citizen should 
be taxed in proportion to the benefits 
he receives for the. protection of his 


leproperty by the government and no tax 


can be so just as that which is col- 
lected, not on consumption or unpro- 
ductive property, but from the profits 
or incomes which really represent the 
benefits received by citizens from 
just and equal laws. We denounce as 
un-American and un-Democratic the 
system of taxation on consumption, 
only advocated by Republicans and 
pretended Democrats, under which the 
poor pay the same or greater taxes 
than the rich. 

‘Whereas, the Constitution of the 
United States provides that Congress 
shall have power to coin money, regyu- 
late the value thereof and of foreign 


coins and also provides that no State 


shall ccin money or make anything 
but gold and silver coin a legal tender 
in payment of debts, we declare it to 
be a duty enjoined upon Congress by 
the Constitution to coin both gold and 
‘silver money for the use of ‘the people 
of the. States; that gress has no 
rightful power to refuse the coinage of 


either metal.

‘metallic coinage of both silver and gold 

and the restoration of the bimetallic 
standard as it existed under our laws 
for over eighty years prior to the de- 
monetization of the standard silver dol- 
lar in 1873, and, should it become neces- 
sary, in order.to maintain the two 
metals in circulation, to readjust the 
Tatio, it should be. determined whether. 
‘fold Has risen or silver has fallen and 
whether there should be a change of 
the gold dollar or of the silver dollar, 
or of both to the end that whatever 
ratio is adopted* the rights of both 
creditor and debtor shall be preserved 
alike, having in view the demands of 
the people for a circulating medium, 
We deciare we are not in favor of gold 
monometallism or silver monometallism, 
but that both should be coined at such 
a ratio as-will maintain the to metals 
in circulation. 

‘‘We insist upon the Democratic doc- 
trine of Jackson and_ Benton, that all 
money issued by thé authority of Con- 
gress shall be issued ‘and its value 
maintained by the government; that we 
are opposed to farming out to national 
banks the right te issue circulation 
notes; that we are opposed to any fur- 
ther increase of interest-bearing debt of 
the government. | 

‘‘We .reaffirm our adherence to the 
great truth that free institutions can 
only be preserved by a strict construc- 
tion of the Federal Constitution and the 
recognition at all times of the limita- 
tions therein on naticnal and State au- 
thority; therefore we demand that Con- 
gress shall enact laws so defining and 
limiting the jurisdiction of the Federal 
courts as to protect the States and the 
people from their enormous and danger- 
ous usurpations; and we demand that 
all corporations doing business in this 
State be declared, by proper Congres- 
sional legislation, citizens of such State, 
and subject to the jurisdiction of the 
courts thereof to the same extent in all 
respects as if such corporations were 
organized under and were citizens of 
such State, 

‘*‘We indorse the action of President 
Cleveland and the Democratic Con- 
gress in the repeal of the infamous 
Federal election laws, by the partisan 
administration of whiich the Republican 
party, when in power, the will of the 
majority, and the rights of the Sitates 
hiave been tnamipled upon with impu- 
nity. Tihe Democrats of Missouri have 
known what it is to live unider a gov- 
ernment based on Federal coercion and 
returning-board methods, and they 
have learned by bitter experience that 
its legitimate fruits are fraud and usur- 
pation, prostitution of the ballot, con- 
tempt for the people’s wil, as ex- 
pressed at the polls, robbery of the 
taxpayers, profligate expenditure of the 
public money, dishonored officials, be- 
trayal of trusts and a weakening of 
the respect for the law, which is the 
basis of all civilized government.

THE POSTAL PRIMARY PLAN. 


This carefully-dévised plan, formu- 
lated by a sub-committee of the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred Citizens, and 
designed for the practical purification 
of primary 
yesterday to a partially-attended nfeet- 
ing of the main committee, and, after 
discussion, was approved, upon a rising 


| vote, as to the essential features.of the 


plan. The vote of approval was taken 
subject to the right to make such modi- 
fications of minor points and details as 
may hereafter be decided upon at a 
fuller meeting. 

The advantages of this new system of 
taking the initial steps in an election 
have been clearly set forth in The 
Times, and the full plan itself has been 
published, so that most of our readers 
are, by this time, more or less familiar 
with it. The plan appears, when first 
looked at, to be complicated, but is 
really simple. 

It should be stated here that this is a 
combination of several plans offered, 
and suggestions made by citizens who 
have devoted much study to the weak 
points of our present elective system and 
the best methods by which it may be 
remedied. The main features of the plan, 
however, are taken from the ‘Hazard 
plan,” which received the unanimous 
indorsement of a joint committee,of the 
Legislature. 

The Times, in common with other 
public journals which are not wilfully 
blind, or bound, realizes the altogether 
rotten and unsatisfactory character of 
the present system, and, recognizing in 
the pending plan a practical method of 
reform, has given it indorsement. 

Briefly stated, the main advantages 
of this plan are that it places the con- 
trol of the primary elections in the 
hands of the mass of the voters, where 
it belongs, instead of leaving it to a few 
professional “programme” politicians, 
as heretofore; that it will bring out 


| practically the entire vote; instead of 


only a small percentage of that vote, as 
is the case at present; that it obviates 
the risk of ballot-box stuffing and other 
frauds; that it gives all the voters a

The Chief Features of the Ptan 
| The Committee of One Hundred Took Action 
at a Meeting Yesterday Afternoon— |

A meeting of the Committee of One 
Hundred was held at the Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday afternoon, with 


importance today. Unfortunately, 
these men seldom benefit much by their 
perseverance and endurance of hard- 
ships.

To dig for gold with a shove} 
during the day and pass the evening 
in counting up the results and mapping 
out plans for spending che money is a 
very attractive, picture, but it 1s 
a picture that very seldom be- 
comes fact. Far more fre- 
quently the would-be millionaire has to 
rustle around for means to get back 
to civilization, where he is glad to ac- 
cept some less alluring work, that will 
insure him three square meals a day, 


BANK EXAMINATIONS. 


The bank scandal in Indianapolis, 
while not so bad as the San Francisco 
affair, is still a very bad case of bank-. 
wrecking. The bank‘referred to is the 
Indianapolis National Bank. ‘Theodore 
P. Haughey, like Dr. McDonald, was 
one of the most respected men in the 
community, and yet it has been shown 
‘by the evidence that for nine years past 
his bank was rotten to the core, 
and had not a dollar behind it, A et.” 
ter was produced from the Comptroller 
of the Currency, written nine years ago, 
which showed that the bank should 
have been closed at that time. The 
president of the company pleaded for 
mercy, however, and was allowed to 
continue business ‘‘under protest.” 

The disclosure of such a case as this 
cannot fail to have a disquieting effect 
on the ople, who naturally suppose 
that where a few cases like this come 
to the surface there must exist many 
others which have not been made pub- 
lic. In connection with such disclos- 
ures as these the question. naturally 
arises as to whether the officials who 
are charged with the duty of inspecting 
these financial institutions are not de- 
relict in their duties. If their examina- 
tions amounted to anything more than 
& mere form it is very difficult to un- 
derstand how they can go through the 
accounts of a bank year after year and 
fail to discover when the institution 
is in a dangerous condition. It might 
be,.of course, that they could overlook 
some small details which the manage- 
ment might have succeeded in covering 
up. But during the past year we have 
been confronted with a number of cases 
in which banks that have suspended 
were shown to have been for years in a’ 
thoroughly rotten condition. In the 
GaSe above referred to the Comptroller 
was aware of the condition of the bank 
in question nine years ago. Why, then, 
did he permit the institution to con- 
tinue to perpetrate the fraud upon the 
public, for to keep open. under such 
circumstances was certainly nothing 
less thdn'a fraud. As we have stated, 
the continual recurrence of such cases 
as these leads the public to suspect 


any very alar ming t 


ering where the minority and not the 
majority prevails—the convention nec- 
essarily partakes of the same qualities 
to a greater or less extent.

through all stages of the elective sys- 
tem. In fact, it is at the primaries that 
the programme is mapped out which is 
subsequently indorsed by the conven- 
tion and by the voters on election day, 
who have no other recourse than to 
choose between two or three candidates, 
each of whom has obtained his nomina- 
tion in this unrepublican and non-rep- 
resentative manner. To purify the pri- 
maries is to purify the entire system of 
choosing our publit officials. 


It is unnecessary to draw attention to 
the fact that polling-places for prima- 
ries, as at present conducted, drive 
away, instead of attracting, voters. It 
is all very well to say that an American 
citizen ought to fight his way to the 
polls, if need be, and fight for recogni- 
tion after he is there, but we know that 
no more than about One-tenth of the 
average voters will do this. In seeking 
to inaugurate a reform we must deal 
with men and things as they are, not 
as they should be. Moreover, we have 


citizens to subject thems¢lves to the an- 
noyance and frequent insults of a 
crowded primary or polling - booth, 
where the tough element is in control, 
and, knowing itself to be,in control, con- 
ducts itself accordingly. It is neither 
desirable nor necessary that a citizen 
should have to subject himself to such 
annoyance and inconvenience in order 
to exercise the right of the franchise. 
The Postal Primary Plan does away 
with any such necessity, and for that 
reason, if for no other, it should be 
adopted. It is essentially practical, safe 


WORK FOR THE UNEMPLOYED. 


‘ers’’—so-called—are denouncing the 
thorities and urging men to commit un- 
lawful acts, a few practical men are 
taking steps to give the unemployed 
work in various parts of the country.

prisoner’s chair in the Township Court 
yesterday seemed to wish‘ sincerely 
that he was anyone else save his own 
unfortunate self.

On April 11 an old woman named Sil- — 


veria Luenas was found dead in her 
cottage at Wilmington. She was lying 
on the floor, but, to all appearances,. 
at first glance, it seemed that death 
had resultéf from natural’ causes. 


Upon investigation, however, séveral 


bruised spots were found upon the wo- - 


man’s body, and the of 
te. work in looking the matter up. 
Mrs. Luenas had been quite well ac- 
quainted with John Smith, who, sey- 
éral days previous to her death,. had’ 
visited hery On April 6 Smith went to 
Mrs. Luenas’s house in the eveni 


ng 
and witnesses who approached the place — 
heard the woman cry out to the fel- .

He 
thought this was largely. due.to the wa- 
ter being stolen. 

Mr. Brewer said he had several times 
seen some of the gates in such a condi- 
tion that they to all appearances, 
been tampered with.

He seemed to be drunk at 
the time. The next day Mrs. Luenas | 
was found sick. 

Camilo Ignacio had gone to Mrs. 
Luénas’s house on the day the woman 
died. He saw the dead body, but knew 
nothing more about the case. 

Margarita Nesalva lived on Los An- 
geles street. She was at Wilmington 
on the night of April 6, and had visited 
Mrs. Luenas at that time. “I am well 
acquainted with Smith,” she said, “and 
that night I heard him talking with 
Mrs...Iuenas. before I reached the 
house. uenas was saying .‘Let. 
loose, let Joose.’. Smith told her 


to keep quiet. Mrs.. Luenas then said, 


‘I am too old for this; let me alone.’ 

Then. I heard a noise as of some one 
falling down. The old lady was crying. 
Smith stayed in. the. house about. an 
hour, and after St..Clair drove up he 
went out and they both went away to- 
gether. Mrs. Smith was with me; she 
had beén keeping out of her husband's 

Way, as she was afraid he would hurt

Maj. BE. F. C. Kiokke Recovers 
His Lost Revolver. . 


After Thirty-two Years the Weapon, Which 
Disappeared at Jasper, Tenn., is 
Restored to Its Owner by the — 
fon of the 


Aiboutt the most pleased man in the 
yesterday was EB. F. C. Klokke, 
the real estate dealer and director of 
the Chamber of Commerce. The chuse 
of it all was a registered package 
which he received. It was neither gold, 
sliver or bank notes, but a plain, un- 
attractive plece of steel, which Mr. 
Colt had mraite into the form of one 
of his world-famed revolvers. This par- 
t r weapon has a most interesting 
history, however, and, as Mr. Kiokke 
‘lost .it thirty-two years ago under 
exciting cirédumstances, ‘and had 
seen ft since until yesterday, its ad- 
vent was in the mature of an event. 
The wintery of the loss and subsequent | 
réturn of ‘the pistol was told in a 
graphic manner by Mr. Kifokke to 
representative of The. Times, in his 
yesterday 

On July 10, 1862, at the height of the 
civil war, Mr. Kiokke, then a Heuten- 
ant in the Twenty-fourth [Illinois In- 
fantry, wae stationed with his com- 
pany near the town of Jasper, Tenn., 
which is close, to the Tennessee River. 
On this particular morning he was 
with a party to reconnolter, and 
discovered the enemy crossing ‘the river 
in flatboats not far distant from the 
camp of the Union forces. This was 
at once reported, and the marty re- 
turmed in haste-to the camp. On their 
arrival, the commanding officer in- 
formed Lieut. Klokke that his company 
had been ordered fo. the front during 
his absence, anid that they were but a 
mile and a half away. -He also stated 
that Lieut. Kiiokke was at Hberty to 
join them. This he proceeded to do, 
accompanidd by the commander, Capt. 
Kovaits, who was on horseback, Kiokke | 
being on foot. They went . about a 
mile amd a half down a narrow wood- f 
land road, when suddenly the captain 
wheeled his horse and ‘told Lieut. 
K:okke that the enemy was fght 
cng and a picket had pointed his 
gun at him. After a short conversa- 
ition they retraced their steps anid 
soon encountered a mounted infantry- 
man named Smith. ‘To Klokke’s sur- 
prise, the captatn ordered Smith to 
go ahead and shoot the finst man he 
saw. The infantryman proceeded to 
follow these instructions. The captain 
went next and Klokke, on foot, brought 
up the rear. Suddenly Smiith naised hilis . 
gun and fired; but the next instant 
the trio received a volley in their faces. 
Mr. Kiockke declares that he could see 
the bufets. Smith was knocked off. 
‘his horge, and the anima! killed, white 
the captain was also unhorsed amd 
badly wounded. Kiokke threw himse‘f 
flat on thé ground behind a friendly 
stump. He expected to be captured 
every moment, and had his phstol in 
his hand, w for the attack. 
Presently he heard the captafn call him 
by name, and he made up his mind 
to go to his assidtance. He leaped from 
behind the ae into the bushes and 
made his way to his ts a offiger’s 
side. . The labter . proved to be e | 
‘severely injured. Lieut. Klokke wished 
to assist lilm to his horse, but he said 
it was useless as he was. unable to sit 
up and told Kjokke to mount the ani- 


‘proceeded to do, and it was then his 
revolver and holster dropped to the. 


‘ahce was obtained and the captain 
rescued, but Smith had been taken 
prisoner by. the enemy.

Mr. Klokke com- 
municated’ with the gentleman, but no 
steps were taken to return the pistol.

I am sure you were 
a true soldier, and that you fought 
bravely for your rights, as did my 
father for the Southern cause... . 
I note that you speak of sending me 
a revolver in return. Do not feel that 
+ you must do this. It is not sent with 
this in view. Hoping you may get the. 
package in due time, and to hear from 
you again, I respectfully.
